Rappers reveal corruption and denial in Montréal's hip hop scene

Montréal hip hop group Mis- 
ter Phayze has had a pretty busy 
schedule lately. They were part 
of McGill's Hip Hop Festival last 
Thursday and then opened up 
for their idols Run DMC the fol- 
lowing night at Backstreet. 

But the guys in the group are § 
thankful for their overloaded | 
timetable in a city that has con- 5 
sistently failed to recognize rap. S 
Hip hop's history in Montréal * 
has been characterized by all the § 
symptoms of a dysfunctional £ 
family— neglect, disrespect, and | 
denial. Radio won't play it, clubs 0 
don't feature it, and promoters 
won't touch it. 

"There's a unity that's miss- 
ing," saysfrontman Phayze. "We 
talk about that in some of our 
songs. There's no opportunities 
in Montréal as far as getting out 
there because nobody wants to 
take the responsibility." 

Another member, who calls 
himself Megaphone Fiend, 
agrees. "A lot of venues won't 
hold rap shows. The idea of so 
many Black people in one area, 
everyone's afraid of it. They think 
there'll be trouble, so they al- 
ways want to push it in the back. 
Music is music, you gotta just 
learn to go with it. A lot of places 
just aren't that open-minded." 

But a lack of willing venues is 
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Mr, Phayze 

perhaps the least of Mister 
Phayze's worries. Though young, 
they've learnt quickly that not 
everyone is to be trusted in the 
dirty music business. Phayze had 
weekly gigs with acid jazz pro- 
moters Districtô at DiSalvio, then 
at Le Savoy, but they ended 
abruptly. 

"We don't do Le Savoy 



anymore, we had some prob- 
lems with the promoters," says 
Phayze. "They're out to get theirs 
and that's it." 

While the acid jazz nights 
started receiving increased at- 
tention in the media, Phayze 
and Megaphone Fiend neversaw 
the financial rewards of success. 

"The promoters liked the way 



they had things going with me 
and Phayze so they kept us," 
says Megaphone Fiend. "Back 
then we were humbling; wewere 
a group — the jazz Maniacs, the 
organizers and us. But then as 
things started going up and the 
newspapers started noticing 
them, the organizers left us be- 



hind and it was like they put 
themselveson a higher level than 
us. Finally we left because they 
we couldn't take it no more." 

"They're still using music and 
photos in the media from shit 
that we did months ago," adds 
Phayze. "They're still using our 
name after we left because we 
broughtin theirclientele. They're 
doing business with no con- 
scious." 

The guys in Mister Phayze 
come off as honest and straight- 
forward, a characteristic that mbs 
off in their music. 

"When it comes to writing," 
says Phayze, "we write about 
what we see going on. We don't 
have a particularformator man- 
date of lyric." 

Megaphone Fiend says the 
group follows the 'writers creed' 
— they write about what they 
know. "We don't pretend to be 
gangstas, because we aren't 
gangstas," he says. "You got a 
lot of guys that say they're gonna 
blow you up with their Tech-9 
and shit. They don't even know 
what it is. They never touched 
one. All the stuff we talk about is 
what goes on. Like if Phayze is 
talking about how he's late for 
work, its because its true. He's 
always late for work. That's the 
bottom line— we're real."

To serve and protect? 



" Because I was Black, I was basically attacked and 
beaten.. .So, instead the police actually accused me of assault- 
ing them. They actually accused me of obstructing justice, 
justice which the police had no intention of applying. " 

— Robert Douglas 



The more things change, the more they stay the same. 
We've all heard the cliché but when we apply it to actual 
events it seems to make more sense. 

On Monday, the trial of black activist Robert Douglas 
got underway. To refresh your memory, Robert was taken 
into custody by police on October 16th, 1993. The officers 
(twenty-six in all) had responded to a false alarm at the 
Côte de Neige black community centre where a confer- 
ence, commemorating the 25th anniversary of the black 
writers congress, was taking place inside. 

When people came outside the centre to see what was 
going on, a number of them were pushed aside and 
harassed by police. Some officers went so far as to pull 
their guns on by-standers. After questioning the police on 
why they had shown up with such force, Robert was 
wrestled to the ground by six officers and later charged 
with obstructing justice and resisting arrest. Douglas's wrist 
was injured in the process. 

In 1 969, at Concordia University, a number of black 
students accused a professor of racism for what they 
believed was his own discriminatory marking scheme. The 
students complained to the university administration but 
no action was taken. As a result, the students stepped up 
their pressure. 

They staged an occupation in the university's computer 
centre and were arrested by police. After the arrest, a 
number of black students were beaten by MUC police. 

One woman later died of the injuries she received. 

Remember, this is Canada not South Africa. Ironically 
enough, Robert Douglas's father was one of the students 
who was arrested and beaten by police. 

Whether it was twenty-five years ago at Concordia or 
last October in Côte-de-Neige, MUC police continue to 
use their own form of "justice", displaying their blatant 
inability to assess a peaceful situation without the use of 
excessive force. 

While most of us would like to think we, as a society, 
have made progress on race relations since 1969, it's hard 
to be overtly optimistic when people like Robert are still 
beaten by police for one reason only, the colour of their 
skin. 

How many times does history have to repeat itself 
before Montréalers' concerns about the police are listened 
to? Make no mistake about it, the voice of the people is 
not taken very seriously, particularly in the black commu- 
nity. 

This argument seems clearer if we consider the fact that 
the Côte-de-Neige black community centre is directly 
across the street from station 31, the detachment which 
responded to the false alarm. 

The Côte-de-Neige director Roy Ciddins has also 
worked extensively with the police to create better rela- 
tions between the centre and station 31 . Ciddins was one 
of the people harassed by police in October. 

Police misconduct is not only confined to incidents 
involving the black community, just ask Aboriginal leaders 
in Montréal, or the gay community. Or the family of 
Richard Barnabé, a white Montréaler who was beaten into 
a coma by seventeen MUC officers in December. 

The call for a civilian review board of police activities is 
long overdue. It is time city officials heed the call of 
Montréalers who bear the brunt of police brutality. Steps 
must be taken to ensure that issues such as police racism 
are dealt with before it's too late.

Granted, being aware and accept- 
ing of the world's cultures is impor- 
tant, unfortunately though, most of 
us don't have the time to live up to 
Rima's high standards. 

It is foolish to assume that every 
woman of colour tows your party 
line, Miss Banerji. It's clearly not the 
case that everyone can be accept- 
ably represented by just one out- 
spoken individual. 

Consequently, while she may be 
well-versed when it comes to Indian 
history. Rima is rather 
unknowlegeable when it comes to 
European history. Her attempts to 
shed negative light on non-women 
of colour (i.e white men) are not 
only inaccurate, but also stereotypi- 
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cal. I find statements in past articles 
such as "Westerners are attem pting 
to serve a hidden agenda..." funny, 
considering the fact that these dec- 
larations of ignorance are the very 
things she claims to be crusading 
against. 

Additionally, frequent use of 
buzzwords such as 
"marginalization", "patriarchy" and 
"cultural imperialism" reinforce the 
fact that Rima loves to blame the 
wrongdoings of some on entire races 
and classes. One note of clarifica- 
tion: Xenophobia is not specific to 
the white race; rather, it is charac- 
teristic of the human race in gen- 
eral. 

Moreover, if Miss Banerji would 
simply dismount her political high 
horse and try educating people by 
speaking to them calmly, rather than 
yelling and preaching at them, her 
opinions might be more easily di- 
gested.

In addition to your influences from North 
America, to what extent did the political 
climate in South Africa shape your music? 

South Africa was always intrinsically à 
very musical country.

I think that politically 
just everybody was affected in southern 
Africa and an)where where there is politi- 
cal repression. You get formed and influ- 
enced by the environment and the resist- 
ance to it. We sort of grew up being 
political. 

When we were in high school, the 
boarding schools, we were the first to get 
the pass books, because they fetched us in 
buses, just like in Nazi Germany and took 
us to the pass office. We stood in line 
there, with people who worked in the 
mines, with our clothes in our hands, 
naked to be examined. It was humiliating 
and the beginning of control. I had just 
started playing the trumpet, I was four- 
teen, so [these incidents] had a heavy 
impact 

All these things: the escalation of the 
pass book laws, the taking over of the 
townships, the demolition of townships, 
the defiance campaign. There was no way 
that one couldn't become a political ani- 
mal. It was just a matter of how you 
executed your feelipgs.

If you ask Nick Carpenter, director of 
the Savoy Society's upcoming version of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan classic, The Gon- 
doliers, there's nothing like a little sexual 
tension to add spice to a musical stage 
production.

In November of 1 993, two new albums 
were released spontaneously on the now 
infamous Sub Pop label out of Seattle, 
Washington. The first album was Love 
Tara by the Moncton quartet Eric's Trip, 
and the second by a lesser know duo out 
of Portland, Oregon called the Spinanes. 

Beginning with a single track, "]ad Fair 
Drives Women Wild", on the compilation 
Lp from the International Pop Under- 
ground concert in Olympia, Washington, 
the Spinanes made an impressive start as 
a two-piece guitar and drums outfit. 

The later release of two singles on the 
local Portland label, IMP records, and a 
tour of the East Coast in the U.S. opening 
for bands like Fugazi and Beat Happening, 
brought much deserved attention from 
press and fans across the country. The 
release of their first full length album, 
Manos, produced by Brian Paulson (Slint), 
was the next step in making the Spinanes 
short career worthwhile. 

The sound of Manos evokes the finest 
in complex structured pop melodies 
interdispersed through harsh distorted

noise ramblings. As a two piece, guitarist 
Rebecca Cates and drummer Scott Plouf 
create a blend of low end indie pop and 
textured rock beats that negate the need 
for a bass player. When listening to the 
album a 'full' sound is produced so much 
that it sounds as if there is a bass present. 

Cates' singing goes from a soft, sweet 
flowing tone on the opening track "En- 
tire", to the quick paced, pop fueled sound 
on "Noel, Jonah and Me". Perhaps the 
clearest aspect of the album is Plouf's 
unrepeated beats and perfect timing. 

Their songs have been covered by their 
Portland neighbors, Crackerbash, and re- 
cently the Spinanes have answered back 
on their first Sub Pop single covering 
Crackerbash's "Bad Karma". Currently, 
the Spinanes are on a North American 
tour, and finishing up a split 10-inch EP 
with the Australian band the Cannanes 
(often the two are confused). 

The Spinanes are playing at Jailhouse 
Rock on Tuesday March 1st. Their new 
album can be ordered from Sub Pop at box 
2 0645, Seattle, WA, 981 22.

Postmodernism conquers Columbus

"Into the European Mirror" at Parallèle

HOW DO NOTIONS of racism, 
immigration, and colonialism fall 
into the category of post-mod- 
ernism? Just ask Montreal video 
artist Julian Samuel. His newest 
work, 'Into the European Mir- 
ror', deals with these issues us- 
ing the academic and activist 
insights of four people. 

For the most part, Samuel's 
56-minute video examines the 
misinterpreted contribution 
made by the Arab world to pre- 
colonial Europe. Samuel con- 
nects this to historical and mod- 
ern-day events, giving the viewer 
a sense of continuity. 

Samuel brings the audience 
to Alhambra, the last Muslim 
fortress in Europe, which was 
seized by Spain in 1492 during 
the "conquer" of Granada. As 
French historian Thierry Hentsch 
stands amidst the walls of Al- 
hambra, he introduces the 
viewer to the idea of imagined 
boundaries. 

Thierry examines how archi- 
tecture marks not only physical 
barriers but those of the imagi- 
nation as well. This sets the tone 
for the film as Samuel delves 
into the great colonial barrier 
within the mind. 

Within this framework, 
Samuel allows author and Red 
Crescent worker Chris Ciannou, 
to speak about the historical and 
present-day intricacies of the 
Palestinian question in southern 
Lebanon. Ciannou explains how 
Palestinians are "victims of vic- 



tims" and how the state of Israel 
was formed largely due to West- 
ern guilt over the Holocaust. 

The popular notion of 
"otherness" is brought in at this 
point as Hentsch discusses the 
alienation of Muslims within 
both the imagined and physical 
borders at Alhambra. In this sec- 
tion, he describes how Euro- 
pean nations exported their own 
visions of the world to areas 
already inhabited by non-Euro- 
peans. Using written words on 
the screen, Samuel shows how 
this export of ideas coincided 
with Columbus's voyage to the 
"new world". 

As Giannou describes the situ- 
ation in the Shatila refugee 
camps in southern Lebanon, 
Samuel rolls the names of Pales- 
tinians killed during the 
'Intifada', or uprising, against 
the Israeli government. Once 
again, Samuel uses actual text 
as a reminder of what is being 
talked about. This unconven- 
tional use of lower-cased letters, 
on different parts of the screen, 
defies typical documentary 
filmmaking which utilises writ- 
ten phrases in a more subtle 
manner. 

As the film progresses, the 
notion of the "other" isexploited 
and expanded to give us a sense 
of how omnipresent euro-na- 
tionalism and ethnocentrism is. 
Author, Rana Kabbani— herself 
a Syrian— re-counts her disgust 
after visiting the Alhambra, 



where a huge Catholic cathe- 
dral has been built within the 
fortress. 

Homi Bhabha adds to this by 
pointing out how immigrants, 
like Pakistanis in England, must 
work out an identity within a 
colonial mentality. Samuel 
flashes the words "cricket immi- 
gration" on the screen as Bhabha 
uses the example of Pakistanis in 
Britain who cheer for Pakistan 
when they come to play cricket. 
This illustrates, quite well, how 
colonialism destroyed any co- 
hesive reference to national or 
cultural idenitity within any par- 
ticular country and how "imag- 
ined" communities are created 
not just physically but mentally. 

Samuel's post-modernist look 
at Arab history and culture is 
intriguing and well-informed. His 
film attempts to go beyond con- 
ventional critiques of post-colo- 
nial societies, questionning our 
own inherent beliefs. Moreover, 
thevideo is strengthened by the 
fact that Muslim academics use 
their own experiences to back 
up their theories. 

Although Samuel's film chal- 
lenges both the immigrant and 
colonial mentality, his work is 
geared towards a very specific 
audience. While Samuel at- 
tempts to lead us by the hand 
through post-modernist dis- 
course on various topics, the 
terms become dry and aca- 
demic. 

Only the most astute of view- 
ers would find themselves fol- 
lowing every bit of dialogue and 
presentation throughout the film. 

I wonderedwhetherl would have 
been as alert had I not been 
writing a review of the film. 

Samuel's use of stationary 
shots, on both people and 
places, often accentuates the 
tediousness of the content, los- 
ing the viewer's interest and 
hence an understanding of the 
material. 

In addition, the stress on the 
academic (through long shots 
of each person putting forth their 
views) seems to illuminate the 
biggest criticisms of post-mod- 
ernist thought. Opponents have 
faulted post-modernism for its 
inability to move people to act 
and Samuel's video seems to 
unintentionally highlight this. 

'Into the European Mirror' is 
a fresh and intelligent perspec- 
tive on many of the outdated 
Marxist analyses of colonialism. 
While the audience may be lim- 
ited, Samuel's work speaks to 
the student of modern political, 
social, and cultural thought. 

'Into the European Mirror' will 
be shown on Sunday February 
20th at Cinéma Parallèle (3682 
St. Laurent blvd.). The film will 
begin at ISOOh and admission is 
$5.

"CAPS has a lot to offer stu- 
dents if they just come down 
and see us," said Calamatas. 

He advises that students con- 
sult CAPS' bulletin boards regu- 
larly, as many government pro- 
grams have early application 
deadlines.

It's about time 

After 22 months of war , NATO ready to take action

SURPRISE! SURPRISE! Amove has 
finally been made, and isn't it 
about time? After 22 months of 
atrocious "ethnic cleansing" in 
Bosnia-Herzegovina, NATO fi- 
nally threatened military inter- 
vention in the Balkans. It was the 
recent murderous shell in the 
market of Sarajevo on February 
5 that killed 69 and wounded 
200, which increased pressure 
for NATO air strikes against the 
Bosnian Serbs. 

Furthermore, NATO stated 
that it would bomb Serbia with 
heavy weapons if they did not 
withdraw at least 20 km from 
the centre of the city by Febru- 
ary 21. Cvero, deputy com- 
mander of the Bosnian Serb mili- 
tary, rejected the NATO ultima- 
tum and warned that he would 
use the lives of the many west- 
ern aid workers in Bosnia to fight 
back. 

Will NATO now continue with 
its venture or will it allow the 
atrocities to continue for yet 
another twenty-two months?!! 

For a Western society that 
claimed it would "never again" 
witness or allow the massive 
genocide characteristic of Hitler 
and Stalin, it sure took a long 
time for it to attempt to put an 
end tosimilaratrocitiesin Bosnia- 
Herzegovina today. 

The Civil War in the former 
Yugoslavian republic is now a 
horrific campaign by members 
of one ethnic group to purify the 
land by driving out and extermi- 
nating others. Yet, it seems to us 
that Western leaders, in general, 
have not responded adequately. 

Bush, during his presidency, 
was reluctant to get involved. 
This was the same Bush who 
prepared the country for a ma- 
jor war in the Persian Gulf, and 
who likened Saddam Hussein to 
Hitler! Yet what about all those 
other Hitlers— i.e. the Serbs that 
Bush refused to act against? 

Only then does it become 
understandable that Bush did 
not have the same great US in- 



terest in Bosnia that he had in 
the Gulf. Bosnia-Herzegovina 
afterall hasnooil, sowhyshould 
he bother at all! It is interesting 
to note that when the Muslims 
are the aggressors, the West is 
usually quick to react, but when 
the Muslims are the victims, the 
West is slow to act. 

Furthermore, American offi- 
cials had reported that US intel- 
ligence agencies had been

aware of the major atrocities by 
the Serbian forces in Bosnia at 
least two to three months be- 
fore they were revealed. Appar- 
ently, the Bush administration 
had kept back details of the ex- 
ecutions and beatings of thou- 
sands of Muslims and Croats. 

What is even more shocking 
is the fact that US Intelligence 
provided not only Bush but also 
UN officials with comprehen- 
sive accounts of a systematic 
plan to "cleanse" Bosnia of ap- 
proximately 500,000 Muslim 
Slavs. 

Clinton, at the time of elec- 
tions in 1992, had vowed to 
begin with air power against 
the Serbs. But of course, we 
must admit that actions speak 
louder than words! A year into 
his presidency, when the mar- 
ket at Sarajevo was bombarded, 
Clinton refused to take a firm 
stand with the excuse that the 
UN had not yet established who 



was responsible for the shelling. 

Agreed, we are all well aware 
that neither party has clean 
hands. It is clear that Muslims 
and Croats struck back with their 
own atrocities when Serbian 
forces began their campaign of 
"ethnic cleansing", driving out 
more than one million Muslims 
and Croats in the spring of 1 991 . 

Yet, it is difficult to ignore the 
fact that up until August, 1 992, 
nearly two million Bosnian civil- 
ians, mostly Muslims and Croats, 
had been driven from their 
homes and thousands shipped 
to as many as 94 detention 
camps. 

By 1993, up to 220,000 
women, men and children had 
been murdered in concentra- 
tion camps and 60,000 women 
and children repeatedly and sys- 
tematically raped. At one of the 
camps, in Prijedor, prisoners 
were made to kneel as though 
they were praying to Allah and 
then the guards beat them with 
theirgun barrelsand lead pipes. 
Some were even made to swal- 
low bullets. 

In one of the Croatian camps, 
Stara Cradiska, guards forced 
men into a chest-deep tank, 
tightened a net over the top and 
fed electrodes into the water; 
the voltage wassufficient to give 
agonizing shocks. 

We are not trying to deter- 
mine the course of action that 
the US and her allies should or 
should not have taken. We are 
merely criticizing the West for 
not making use of the many 
opportunities that would have 
allowed the Bosnians to rescue 
the state and its people. 

The UN proposed to give 
Bosnians weapons in order to 
protect them against cross-bor- 
der intervention by the Serbs. 
Western countries postponed 
the decision while the Bosnian 
Serbs refused all results of any 
negotiation. The UN, in turn, 
walked away from its proposi- 
tion. 

Britain and France also re- 
fused to deliberate over the arms 
ban. Instead of seeking other 
alternatives, the West allowed 
the Bosnian-Serb brutality to 
continue. 

Bravo to NATO which has 
finally decided to take a stand 
after 22 months of terror, perse- 
cution, murder and rape. It's 
too bad that the Western pow- 
ers have allowed so much suffer- 
ing and mutilation before mov- 
ing a step towards the right di- 
rection. 

Yes, the war is still bloody, 
and yes, the West should be 
severely condemned for not tak- 
ing action sooner. But isn't it 
better late than never! Our only 
hope is that the "propositions" 
put forward by NATO will en- 
able "ethnic cleansing" to be- 
come a part of Europe's past 
and not its future.

U.S. sponsorship of Salvadorean death 
squads. 

Over 1 2,000 documents recently de-classified by the 
Clinton administration show United States intelligence had 
detailed information about the infamous Salvadorean death 
squads which are responsible for the deaths of thousands of 
leftist activists in the past decade. 

Congress sent US $1 billion to the Salvadorean military in 
the 1980s, and the Reagan administration consistantly claimed 
that reports of killings and massacres were false. Reagan also 
claimed journalists were victims of Communist propaganda. 

In addition to identifying numerous assasinations of promi- 
nent Salvadorean politicians, the documents showed that the 
U.S.-trained Atlacatl battalion was responsible for a massacre in 
the village of El Mozote, where mass graves were recently 
discovered.

The rise of the British National Party (BNP) has proven that 
the present wave of facism is not exclusive to continental 
Europe. In September Derek Beakon, an unemployed bus driver, 
won a local council election for the BNP with a platform that 
included an open admiration of Hitler, and proud admissions 
such as, "Yes, sir. I'm a racist." 

A recent poll showed 10% of the British would prefer not to 
live next door to a Jew, and one in four would not want Black 
neighbours. In 1992, there was an estimated 27,000 racist 
attacks, and nine deaths for purely racist motives. 

Some travel agents report a rush of people moving back to 
the Caribbean, after living in the U.K. for decades.

Indian government cracks down on 
Kashmiri activists

A government spokesperson claimed that thirty-two people 
were involved in a "terrorist ring" that was smuggling arms in 
from Pakistan. On February 12th a demonstration was held in 
Sringar to protest the arrests. The Indian army opened fire on the 
crowd and, according to government sources, seven people 
were killed.
